2ad Pegging Pardons, ſhe confeſſes her weakneſs M 
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the Lord Zaforſe, and the miſtakes that -had occaſi- 
oned all this hurly-burly. Fhe' Queen, as ſerious 
a Face as ſhe put upon it, could- hardly forbear 
ſmiling, for now- the myſtery of Polydorus's firſt 
Impotence in her Arms is all unfolded ; nor truly 
could ſhe well be angry, the whole Anventure was 
ſo comical; however, ſhe gave her a ſhort Repri- 
mand ; telling her, that if ſhe play'd ſuch tricks any: 
more, ſhe muſt be forced to wean her Prince, and 
take her Nurſery from her.

In this State of 
Matters in the Galick Court, our Mefalinz has a 
great many Irons in the Fire; to flatter and deceive 
her Zycogenes, to humour and careſs' her Polydorus, 
and to pleaſe and be pleaſed with her dear SanTtiſiore ; 
her forgotten Count Dauliah, being” at preſent, 
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diſpatcht with'a negotiation to Zoanerges;and that 
warn-out-Lover, thanks Heaven, taken off of 
her Hands. AHefſ&ins's whole true Happineſs 
ſeems bounded in her Darling Senftifiere's Embra» 
«s, whom fhe fees every Day more Reſplendant, 
and every -Hour more-pathanately Doats upon; in- 
ſowuch thar ſhe envies her compell'd Favours to 
Polydoras, as all Invafton upon the only Sacred Right 
of her dear Baron; and which on no other account 
Me could forgive her ſelf than the Satisfation of 
the ulury they were repay'd with, in the extraordi- 
nary Advancement of her Sendifore; the profuſe 
Polydorus having with a more than common Munifi- 
cence furniſht ont her Barons Equipage and Gran- 
deur in his new poſt of Honour ; ;a confideration that 
ſoften'd her into eafter campliances to Polydorus than 
otherwiſe ſhe could fo well have hrooked with pati- 
ence, During this manage of Aﬀairs ſome Days 
were palt, when Sanitifiore ſurprized with an im- 
mediate and unexpeted Command from Polydorus, 
of repairing to the Army, comes to Mef/alina juſt 
after Dinner, and tells her, that with no longer 
warning, than early to morrow Morning, he was 
Comn:anded to the Banks of the Rhine. The Queen, 
who though ſhe knew the envious Day muſt come, 
that Love muſt truck to Glory, yet not prepared for 
ſo. ſudden an Alarm from the Trumpet of Honour ; 
was not a little ftaggered at the ſound. The con- 
cern it put her into, ſhe was compell'd at preſent to 
ſtifle, this viſit of her Baron Hheing received in pub- 
lick; ſo that all at preſent between *em, was little 
more than uſual Compliment in wiſhing Proſperity ta 
his Sword, &c. only ſhe whiſpered in his Ear to let 
him know, that about an hour hence, ſhe defired 
to ſpeak with him alone, The Baron accordingly 
makes his obeyſance, and-retires.

Theſe 
and many other Refleions drew a great many ſighs 
from her; and what added to her misfortune, upon 
her reſolving to have her SanZifiore this laſt parting 
Night in her Arms, at leaſt one Riotous Night -of 
Pleaſure, before their Fatal Divorce; in the tran- 
ſport of that Thought, to.compenſate if poffible the 
abſtinence of a whole Faſting Age to come; to her 
no ſmall diftration, ſhe remembers that this very 
Night ſhe has unfortunately made an appointment 
with Polydorus:, an Obligation that tis almoſt im- 
poſſible to diſengage her ſelf (rom ;, and which, if ſhe 
performs, under ſo cruel an Excluſion from the Arms 
of her parting Santifiore, mult give her in the Em- 
braces of Polydorus, a Night of fo much Sacrifice and 
Pennance, as fhe can hardly think of, but with Im- 
patience and Relwitance : Tomezo her helf could not 
forbear telling her, that indeed to keep an Ailigna= 
tion with Polydorus to Night, and part with San#7- 
fiore to morrow, without one farewell Blefſing, would 
be very hard. No, my Tomazo, anſwered the Queeen, 
Not Wild- Horſes ſhall draw me to an 4 of ſuch Ingrati- 
tude; in ſhorr, Sink Nations, and Periſh Worlds, no- 
thing ſhall make her ſd wretched a Vittim. Whileft 
ſhe's a Fortifying her ſelf with this Reſolutions her 
San@ifiore approaches; where the Queen with ſo 
many tender Kiffes, and twining Embraces, enricht 
with a Chain of flowing Pearl from her Eyes, enter- 
raines 
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taines him fo paflionately, and fo bewails and con- 
dols the 'impending hour of their ſeparation, that 
nothing could be more moving. When the mutual 
fighings and murmurings between *em had vented the 
tendreft ſentiments of their Souls ; the Queen to im: 
prove the few ſhort minuts left, tells him, That this 
laft Night muſt be Dedicated to Love, and according- 
ly, bids him order his Aﬀairs. San#ifiore receiving 
the ſeraphick Summons with all duteous Humility 
and Veneration, is compelld to tell his Meſaling, 
T hat his preparation for ſuch exalted Bliſs, and ſome little 
burry towards his Fourney to Morrow, which muſt be 
diſpatcht in the ſhort remainder of the Day, call him away 
at preſent. The poſitive Hour of being ready at call,in the 
Gallery, at Ten at Night affgned, our Sanfifiore till that 
bleft hour, bids her adieu. He is no ſooner marcht 
off, but our Polydorus big with the Expe&ation of 
this Nights Extaftes, makes a vifit to Meſ/alina ; 
who with a ſorrowful Face, tells him, She 7s very un- 
bappy ;, for this very Night, whioh with ſo much ſatiſ- 
fattion 1 ber ſelf. ſhe bad aſſigned to the Arms of . ber dear 
Polydorus,had ber cruel Lycogenes ſent ber Word that he 
#nzended to Bed with ber :, deſiring bim withall to conſider 
what uneaſin:ſs ber defeated Foys muſ# give her in ſo 
killing 4 Diſappointment. Polydorus who was toucht 
to the Heart at this ſurprizing News, tho* at the 
ſame time delighted with his dear Meſalina's ſenſt- 
ble Regret ſo viſible in her Looks, after ſome few 
Revilings at his perſecuting Stars, in the Debarment 
of his Joys, told her, Ze mu3t be forced, bow unwillingly 
foever, to acquieſce to irreſefible Deſtiny :, For if the in- 
terpoſing Lycogenes was fated to Rob him of this Nights 
Felicity , the Diſtreſſes of, Love mul inure him t0 
that Patience, as t9 attend the flower, but ſurer Hand 
of Fortunz to Crows his Love ſome happier. Hour. No, 
my dear Polydorus, ( replied the Queen, ) This Night

And ſuch 4 
feeble Bar have Power to bold ber from ber dear Darling 
Polydorus Arms! No— In fine to unriddle this tran» 
ſcending kindneſs, which how unintelligible ſoever at 
preſent, had nevertheleſs already tranſlated our Poly- 
dorus to the very Battlements of no common Heaven 
ſhe told him, that ſhe loved him ſo pathonately, that 
ſhe could not conrent her ſelf with any poor or 
common Teſtimonials of it» Her Husband, tis true, 
bedded with her to Night, but her burning Lovefor 
Polydorus, had form'd ſuch a Deſign, that ſhould 6're 
paſs that Obſtruction, and the Boſom of her Polydorus 
ſhould be her this Nights pillow. To explain her 
ſelf, ſhe had ſo ordered it that Polydoraus about half an 
hour paſt Nine at Night, ſhould be privately let in 
to Tomazo's Bed, where with .the Curtains clofe 
round bim, and the Darkneſs to ſhrowd him, - he

of Sanftifiore, The Anſwer of her Baron was infly 
nitely tender. But the envious Day now called hing 
away , and their mecting Lips, too cloſe for 
any words befween them, Seal their Farewel. 
Meſſalina retutning to her Bed, orders Tom4zg 
{ who had been 4 watcher all Night) to wake 
Polydorus, aud tell him, that Zzcagenzs had left the 
Queen, and was retired to his own Bed ;, and nozy 
was the only Minute of Rilang, and Retreating with 
Safety ;, which is accordingly performed. Theamog- 
rous Podlydorus, intirely raviſht with the whole 
Series of his Felicities, eſpecally his Laſt Nights 
Eatertainment, had fortunately after Dinner met 
his Mefalina alone in the Garden 5, and thinki 
it now a favourable Minute to unboſom his whole 
Soul to her, he told her *cwas his Deſtiny ſo ſtrangely 
to Love the Divine Me/aling, that even his enjoye 
meat of her Charms could not content hint; even

This ingenuous Declaration of our fair eli, 
that ſo frankly open'd the rich Cabinet of her So1t, 
and diſcovered che prodigious Reach of reſolving Love, 
deing the Subjet of no common Wonder, nor indeed 
leſs praiſe, had created Matter of a longer Entertain- 
ment between our two fair faithful Confidants ; 
nor had the grateful Aſpaſ2 been wanting in a very 
Datious acknowledging Return to ker Royal Mrs.for 
that part of it that related ſo neer to her ſelf, in the 
kind Queen's fo willing a Reſignation of her Poly- 
dorus unenvied Carefles to her enamour'd Favourite, 
had not a crowd of Intruders interrupted, and broke 
off the Conference.
